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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the response field 2.22/07. The rejection of 
claims 1-2, 4-78 & 9-20 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kawakami et 
al. U.S. Pat. 6,949,312 is overcome. However, claim 32 is rejected under 35 USC 112 
second paragraph. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1,2,4-5, 14-19 & 21-23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected nonaqueous electrolyte battery, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 2/22/07. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 7, 9-12 & 24-31 are allowable over the prior art of record, because the 
prior art is silent to an anode composition necessitated by claim 1 . The prior art such as 
Kawakami, teaches a negative electrode tin alloy composition. The reference does not 
teach or suggest the anode composition of claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term "X-ray diffraction pattern" is of uncertain meaning rendering the claim 
vague and indefinite. Is the pattern defined by BET method or other method defined in 
the art. The pattern method is necessary to determine an equivalent amorphous 
composition's half width and broad peak characteristics. An appropriate correction is 
required.
